ISeek Light on Death in 
"Cryptic Diary.

Mattoon, Ill, Aug. 4.—[Special.J—

the death of Miss Cora Stallman, whose 
body was found in a cistern near here 
last Saturday, inclined, after their in- 
quiries today, to the belief that the 
woman had killed herself. . 

In this belief they were support 
by Mr. and Mrs. Thomas Seaman, 
brother-in-law and sister of the wom- 
an, who returned today from Miss 
Stallman’s funeral in Cincinnati. 


Sister Is Emphatic. 


Mrs. Seaman was particularly em- 
phatic in her views. 

“Of course she committed suicide,” 
| she said. “‘She had been unbalanced 
for a long time. *And it has been 
stated that my sister kept my accounts 
and I did and do. My sister came to 
live with me four years ago when an- 
other sister and my mother died in 
Cincinnati.” 

The suicide theory was strengthened 
by statements tonight of physicians 
who had examined the body. They 
said they believed Miss Stallman had 
attempted to drown herself and had 
died of shock when she came in contact 
with the cold water. 

The Seamans were closely questioned 
today by State’s Attorney Charles H. 
Fletcher, Coroner F. 8. Schilling, Sher- 
iff Tom M. McNutt, and Deputy Sheriff 
Frank Shirley and this inquiry brought 
out two points, both of which indi- 
cated the woman may have been un- 
balanced.

Defends State Commission. 
“We traveled over much of the 
country in collecting information on 
public utility regulation which resulted 
in our state commission. We went io 
Galveston, where the commission form 
of government had its birth, and that 
trip was the cause of our enactmert 
on that subject. Our board of admin- 
istration of our state charities was the 
outcome of our previous investigaticn 
of the subject. So it has been with 
other inquiries of vital issues.” 

From that-it fairly may be inferred 


house, belseves the next session of the 
legislature will take “decisive action 
of an affirmative character” on ter- 
minable permits.

Those 
states probably will be three other 
fields visited. Two more are New Jer- 
sey and the District of Columbia. In 
New Jersey there is no limitation, 
either by constitution gr statute, on 
the length of a franchise. 


How Congress Controis. 
In Washington, D. C., utilities are 


operated by act of congress, which it 


reserves the right to “ amend, alter or 
annul.” Stops probably will be made 
in Ohio and Michigan on the way back. 
Then time probably will be devoted to 
Wisconsin, Indiana, and Minnesota, 
where terminable permits in some form 
are in operation.

Suspicion Chief Difficulty. 

Admiral Phelps’ statement was made 
at the round table conference on limit- 
ation of armament, conducted by Sir 
Frederick Maurice of London. The 
Washington conference and the subse- 
quent treaties were under discussion. 
- Sir Frederick said that the allaying 
of suspicion on the part of the signa- 
tories against ronfulfillment of the 
treaty provisions was one of the diffi- 
cuiiies to be faced 

A plea for Indian autonomy was 
made at the opening conference on 
the British commonwealth of nations 
by J. U. Cornelius of the University 
of Lucknow, nationalist leader. He 
said that India had no place in the 
British commonwealth because of its 
fundamentally different point‘ of view. 

Europe is abandoning cereal culti-

“ Extensive agriculture and the pro- 
duction of cereals throughout centra! 
and southeastern Europe are giving 
place to the more intensive animal in- 
dustry.” 

Prof. Edward M. East of Harvard, 
who led the conference, said that the 
shortage of phosphorus was an impor- 
tant factor in hampering extension of 
soll fertility in this country, where 
more efficient methods probably could 
double the production.

The old fashioned fondness for meat 
loaves had its justification, and we 
can make a meat loaf today which has 


higher justification than those of old 
because we can put mofe vegetables 
into it while still keeping it highly ac- 
ceptable—more acceptable to some of 
us than the sorts more compactly 
made, and perhaps just as acceptable 
to all.

PRESIDENCY OF 
PAN-AMERICAN 


BY O. A. MATHER. 
Another element of mystery was in- 


jected into the splitting up of the Pan- 
_ American Petroleum and Transport 
‘company yesterday. The resignation 


of Herbert G. Wylie as president was 
announced. Edward L. Doheny and 
Mr. Wylie were the founders of the 
company, the latter being given credit 
for building up the Mexican oil prop- 
erties, while Mr. Doheny handled the 
financial end. 

Control of the Pan-American company 
was acquired a few months ago by the 
Standard Oil Company of Indiana and 
its bankers. It was intimated last night 
that Mr. Wylie had disposed of his stock 
holdings at the time Mr. Doheny sold 
control and that the former consented 
to remain as president only until the 
new management had organized its 
staff. 

Segregation of Properties. 


The real purpose of the Standard Oil 
purchase of control of the Pan-American 
company was to permit a segregation of 
domestic and foreign properties. The 
foreign oil holdings were to be organ- 
ized as the Pan-American Eastern com- 
pany and go to the Standard Oil com- 
pany. The California properties were 
to be segregated into the Pan-American 
Western company and an option to pur- 
chase these properties was given to Mr. 
Doheny. This option was subject to an 
appraisal to determine the price. 

_An announcement of the final details 


||} Of the segregation is expected within a 


few days. There were reports in La 
Salle street yesterday that the plan will 
involve some new financing. There also 
were rumors that the Pan-American 
dividend policy would be less liberal un- 
der Standard Oi] control. It may be 
Stated that no reduction in dividends 
has been considered, as earnings amply 
justify the present rate. 


Optimism in Steel Trade. 


Optimism is gaining in the steel indus- 
try. With the mills operating around 65 
per cent of capacity, interest centers in 
the monthly report of unfilled orders to 
be issued by the United States Stee] 
corporation next Monday. Preliminary 
estimates point to a reduction of be- 
tween 100,000 and 200,000 tons during 
July, which would be the smallest re- 
cession since last spring. 

Tin plate producers expect to have one 
one of their best years. Large orders 
have been received in the last fortnight 
as the result of doubts of packers and 
canners that the mills will be able to 
meet deliveries on production stock. The 
present output is at a rate close to ca- 
pacity. The American .Sheet and Tin 
Plate company did a larger sheet busi- 
ness in July than in any previous month 
since January. 


Commodity Prices Inerease. 

The continued increase in the purcHas- 
ing power of the farmer, which has 
brought a return of prosperity to the 
agricultural districts, is evidenced in the 
movement of average prices for com- 
modities during July. Bradstreet’s in- 
dex number makes the average the high- 
est since November, 1920, and Dun’s av- 
erage is the highest since 1920, except 
for the first three months of this year. 

Dun’s index number shows a general 
increase of 5% per cent since last Au- 
gust, although such commodities as tex- 
tiles and metals are lower. This means 
that agricultural products have moved 
up, while nonagricultural products have 
either lost ground or remained station- 
ary. The breadstuffs group, although 
slightly lower than last spring, still 
stands higher than at any time between 
Nov. 1, 1920, and last summer ; livestock, 
meat, and dairy products fre the high- 
est since early in 1921, and cattle prod- 
ucts are the highest since 1919.
